Several  months  since,  a  quarrel  aro.'-e 
between   two   neighbors   residing    near 
Jeffersonville,    Tuolumne   county,  Cali- 
fornia, named  Isaac  Danu,  and Mc- 
Allister, relative  to  a  Water  privilege. — 
McAllister  vras  shot  and  killed.     Consid- 
erable feeling     was  manifested    at    the 
time    about    the  affair.     Danu   was   in- 
dicted for  murder,   and  at    the  trial  his 
fair  young  wife  sat  with  anxious  counte- 
nance by  his  side,  and  two  beautiful  lit- 
tle children    clung  close  to  the  unhappy 
father,    whom   the    law's   stern    decree 
might  tear  from  them  forever.     On  the 
opposite  side  of  the  court-room,  beside 
the  prosecuting  officers,  was  the  broken- 
hearted widow  of  McAllister,  in    deep 
mourning    habilimc-Jts.     The  scene  was 
solemn  and  impressive.  Even  the  Judge 
on  the  bench    looked  more  grave    than 
usual.     The    trial    was  ably    conducted. 
15.  E.  Moore,    perhaps  the  most  success- 
ful criminal  lawyer  iu   the  State,   made 
an  eloquent  aud  powerful  defense  of  the 
prisoner.     The  jury  disagreed.     Shortly 
afterward    the    widow  of  the   murdered 
man  became  insane,  and  committed  sui- 
cide, leaving  two  or  three  little  children 
to  the  world's  cold  charities.

Burned  and    brui.sed 
he  got  out.     But  that  young  mother  per- 
ished in  the    flames.     It  was  indeed   a 
terrible  affair.— J'.rrora  (O.*/.)
